85-Year-Old Editor Was 
Trusted Adviser of 
F.D.R, — Ex-Ambassa- 


dor to Mexico.

NALEIGH, N.C.,eJan. 15 (AP) 
Josephus Daniels, Secretary of the 
Navy under Woodrow Wilson and 
later Ambassador to Mexico, died 
today. He was 85 years old. 

The veteran editor had been 
confined to his bed since Jan. 4 
when he _ developed bronchitis. 
Complications followed and pneu- 
monia set in. Hope for his recov- 
ery had been abaridoned early 
this week, but the vitality with 
which he clung to life amazed his 
physicians. 

He was the last surviving mem- 
ber of Wilson's war cabinet. 

He was trusted advisor of Pres- 
ident Franklin D. Roosevelt, who 
appointed him Ambassador to 

exico in 1083. In the years be 
fore and after his service in pub- 
lic life, he was the fighting editor- 
publisher of the Raleigh News 
and Observer. 

His four sons, Josephus Jr., 
Frank, Jonathan and Worth, were 
at his bedside when death came, 
He had been in a coma for sev- 
eral days before he died. 

Officials Express Sorrow. 

His death brought expressions 
of sorrow from many government 
officials, Congress members and 
friends in Washington. President 
Truman had telephoned Sunday 
to inquire about Daniela’s condl- 
tion, Other messages during his 
iiiness came from Mra. Eleanor 
Roosevelt, the Mexican Foreign 
Office and from hundreds of 
friends throughout the nation. 

The White House said the Presi- 
dent Was “profoundly grieved” at 
“the news of the death of a great 
American,” 

In Mexico City, President Miguel 
Aleman and high Mexican Gov- 
ernment officials expressed deep 
regret today at his death. During 
Daniels's last illness Aleman re- 
ceived regular reports by tele- 
phone on his condition, 

As Secretary ‘of the Navy, 
Daniels was remembered by many 
Navy officers for an order bar- 
ring the serving of alcoholic bev- 
erages aboard Navy vessels. The

Two top defense chiefs told Cone 
gress today that substituting a 
strong United States armed force 
for the European recovery plan 
vould be only “an armed armis- 
tice” and might mean drafting 
men for military service. 

Secretary of the Army Royall 
testified before the Senate For- 
eign Relations Committee that the 
alternative to the recovery plan is 
“going back to the draft” unless 
means can be found to increase 
voluntary enlistments not now 
“producing the manpower we 
need,” 

Secretary of Defense Forrestal 
tok. the House Foreign Affaire 
Committee that creation of @ 
atrong defense force would be «a 
“fallacious” substitute for the aid 
/program and would mean only an 
'“armed armistice.” 

Estimate on Armed Cost. 

Forrestal said such a move 
would fail to accomplish the ob- 
jectives of international economie 
restoration and atability and that 
its cost might approximate 17 bil- 
lion dollars annually compared 
with a current national defense 
budget of $11,100,000,000. 

“Creating this power would In- 
volve mobilization of so much of 
our money and manpower as to 
deny ourselves economic security,” 
Forrestal said. He emphasized 
that the objective of the aid pro- 
gram “igethe prevention of war" 
and should not be considered “a 
threat against any nation.” 

The Administration is askin 
fot $6,800,000,000 for the first 1 
months of thé féecovery program. 

Forrestal was asked what action 
this nation might take if another 
“foreign power” attempted to es 
tablish a beachhead in Greece. 

@ can't reply to that,” Forrestal 
said, but he waa, quick to add that 
any act of war in the Mediterra- 
nean or Middle East areas “has 
great significance for us.” 

Asked by Representative John 
Lodge (Rep.), Connecticut, wheth- 
er United States occupation forces 
might be forced to evacuate Gere 
many, Italy and Trieste if the gove 
ernments of France and Italy 
should fall because of political 
pressure, Forrestal replied: 

“That presents a categorical se 
ries of actions that I don't believe 
will occur. ...

Liner America Sailed ‘Dead Seas,’ 
Waves 40 Feet High, but No Wind 


NEW YORK, Jan. 15 (UP) — 
Commodore Harry Manning, cap- 
tain of the mer America, said to- 
day that in 35 years at sea he 
never had encountered such a 
phenomenon as the “dead seas” 
off Nantucket, 

Usually taciturn, Manning spoke 
at length ad@ the ship ‘docked 14 
hours late, 


“A series of intermittent gales 
all the way from the Irish coast 
was climaxed approaching Nan- 
tucket by one of the strangest 


movements of the Atlantic Ocean 
I have ever seen in my 35 years at 
sea,” Manning said. : | 

“About midnight Tuesday, when | 
I thought myself out of the worst 
of the weather, I found the barom- 


eter suddenly dropping as I en- 
tered strange and mysterious seas. 

“The weather suddenly became 
warmer, The wind decreased to 
only a few knots, and I found 
myself in huge seas, sometimes 40 
feet high. The seas were all 
around us and lashed the ship 
from all sides. 

“They were lifeless seas—dead 
seas—huge and bewildering. It 
wa a violent movement of the 
entire ocean, I figured later this 
condition covered an area of 600 
or T00 miles. I bisected it for 12 
hours and was strange and 
mysterious, 

“I could not understand it—to 
see such seas with no wind. I 
had a. most depressed feeling at 
the very experience. Waves usu- 
ally curl and fall away. These had 
no spray.”

| NTERSTATE COMMERCE 

COMMISSION officials and rail- 
road men, including the Missouri 
Pacific executives who attended 
the hearing, feel that train radio 
is still in the experimehtal stages 
and cannot be relied upon. 
Missouri 
expressed the fear that if radio 
communication were installed in 
their passenger trains, crew men 
would ignore all other safety de- 
vices, like the block system, and 
rely on radio warnings. 

In that connection, Shirley N. 
Mills, ICC director of safety, told 
the Post-Dispatch in Washington 


that radio “is not a substitute for 
other safety devices. It could be

The Federal Communications 
Commission takes an entirely 
different view of the safety 
value of train radio systems. In 
an announcement two years ago 
that it had established railroad 
radio service, the FCC said it 
was “convinced that a properly 
engineered rail radio service 
would contribute to the safety 
of life and property in prevent- 
ing rail accidents and in reduc- 
ing the seriousness of injury 
and camage after accidents by 
permitting prompt summoning 
of aid.” 

Three examples of the contribu- 
tion radio can make to rail safety 
were given by the FCC: 

1. Train A develops a smoking 
hot box observed by the crew of 
Train B while passing Train A. 
Train-to-train radio communica- 
tion would permit the crew to no- 
tify the engineer of Train A in- 
stantly, 

2. The conductor on the caboose 
of a mile-long freight notices 
dragging equipment or ather 
dangerous conditions on a middle 
car. End-to-end radio: communi- 
cation would permit the conductor 
to notifv the engineer to siop the 
train immediately, thtis avoiding 
the necessity of applying the 
brakes from the rear while the 
engine is still pulling, at the risk 
of “breaking” the train in two 
and derailment.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 15 (UP)— | 


Secretary of State Marshall, it was

In the 1944 campaign, Missouri 
contributed consider- 
ably more to the national com- 
mittee than to the state commit- 
tee, and the state organization 
the campaign in

the state. 


St. Louls Democrats alone con- 
tributed nearly $40,000 to the 
Democratic national committee in 
1944, and, while records of the 
total contributions are not avail- 
able here, it is probable that at 
least another $40,000 was sent to 
Washington from the rest of the 
state. 


Of this $75,000 to $80,000 which 
went to the national organization, 
it returned only $14,587.25 to the 
Missouri organization. The indl- 
vidual local contributions to the 
national committee went as high 
as $5,000. There were scveral 
| $2,500 contributions, many of 
($1000 and a long list of $250 and 
| $100 gifts. : 
| By hard scraping and assessing 
state and city jobholders, the 
state committee managed _ to 
scrape up about $25,000 for the 
campaign, which with the allot- 
ment from the national organiza- 
tion, gave it a fund of $40,000. 

In the conference of State 
Chairman Frank W. Hayes of 
Sedalia, Richard R. Nacy of Jef- 
ferson City, formerly executive as 
sistant to Robert E. Hannegan 
when he was chairman of the na- 
tional committee, and a number 
of state candidates at the Missouri 
Hotel here, the subject of cam- 
paign funds was explored in great 
detail. 

There was a virtually unanimous 
opinion that all the funds raised 
in Missouri should be under con- 
trol of the state committee, which 
would send what it didn't need 
to the national committee, and 
that the old policy of the national 
committee sitting at the head of 
the table and passing only crumbs 
to the state be abolished. 

They agreed that that ts what 
should be done, and also agreed 
that they didn’t know how to bring 
it about. But they are going to try. 

The local argument will be pre- 
sented to the top heads in Wash- 
ington, but there is little reason 
to believe that the result will be 
other than a repetition of the old 
order for local state committees

TALIN looked across his conference table at me on the night 
‘saw Underground Army was fight- 


ing for its life, and asked me why I wished to see him. A few 


days earlier he had given an order to the Red Army to stop on the 
edges of Warsaw while the Polish Home Army, enticed by the 
Moscow radio.to come out of hiding and fight the Germans, was 


cold-bloodedly exterminated. 


Simultaneously. Stalin had 
signed .an “agreement” with a 
group of Communist-trained Poles 
who called themselves the Com- 
mittee of the Liberation. 

“I'm glad to be here in Moscow 
on the anniversary of the Stalin- 
Sikorski agreement of 1941,” I 
began. “I'd like to discuss the 
Polish-Soviet relations, the collab- 
oration to finish the fight against 
Germany, and I'd like to discuss 
the question of the future admin- 
istration of Poland. But above all, 
because the fight within Warsaw 
has started,'I want to appeal to 
you to bring immediate help to 
our men in their pitifully unequal 
battles with the Germans.” 

Stalin answered: 

“But you are not taking into 
consideration the agreement which 
has been reached between the 
Soviet Union and the Lublin Com- 
mittee.” 

It was the last time I was to 
hear Stalin use the word “Com- 
mittee” in this connection. There- 
after, he referred to them as “The 
Polish Government.” 

"The trouble with the Polish 
Underground Army,” Stalin said, 
“is that it does not want to fight 
the Germans.” 

“You've been miainformed!" 
almost ahouted. 

“Ah, yes, but what an army! 
Stalin snorted. “MM has neither 
tanks nor artillerv.” 


| 
“But that.is one of the reasons 


I'm here to see you,” I said, “Can 
you gupréy our men with tanks 
and artillery?” 


“IT cannot trust 
Stalin answered, 

Starfled, launched into a de- 
fense of the patriotism and co- 
operation of jhe Polish people, but 
he cut me #hort. 

“The Poles are a different 
people fy than when you left 
there in 1939," he said, “New 
forces have arisen, new authorities 
have taken over in the past five 
years, Everything has changed.” 

He moved along to the touchy 
question of our frentiers, 

“You must realize this,” he 
said, “that nothing can be done 
for Poland or yott if you do not 
recognize the Curzon Line.” 

“For the loss of Eastern Po- 
land,” Stalin continued, “you'll 
get the Oder Line in the west, 
including Wroclaw, Stettin and 
East Prussia, Konigsberg (prom- 
ised to Poland in Mikolajczyk’'s 
talks with Roosevelt) will remain 
with the Soviet Union, as will the 
area around it.” 

I protested that this was a vio- 
lation of the Atlantic Charter and 
the several Polish-Soviet pacts. 
After hearing me out Stalin 
shrugged and said: 

“Maybe we can make some 
changes in the Curzon Line that 
will be to the benefit of Poland, 
but first you've got to reach an 
acreement with the LA&blin Poles, 
Hereafter I intend to deal with 
only one Polish Government, not 
two.” 

Then he reminisced about War- 
raw, expecially the picturesque old 
part of the capital, and said that 
the Germans were defending it 
more savagely than he had ex- 
pected, 

There would be “a small delay” 
in capturing the city, 

“I'm eager to help your Home 
Army there,” he went on, “But 
how can I? 1 don’t know how to 
communicate with your command- 
ers, I'd like to drop two of my 
communications officers in there, 
to send me word about the situ- 
ation.” 

I offered him every assistance 
and urged him to do this. 

He wandered along in _ his 
speech to the general subject of 
Poland and reiterated his old 
promises for a “strong, tndepend- 
ent and democratic Poland.” 

He talked for a long time, but 
it was apparent jhst what kind of 
Poland he wanted after the war. 

I met with the Lublin Poles, 
They were @ motley bunch, but 
Molotov met them at the airport 
with a great show of ceremony. 

They were Osobka-Morawski, a 
former “co-op” clerk who had 
been set up as head of the new 
Communist-controlled Polish “So- 
cialist” Pexsty; Wanda Wasilewska, 
a Polish Communist who, after the 
1939 invasion of Poland by Hitler 
and Sthlin, wrdte that Poland 
“would never rise again”; Andrzoj 
Witos, a distant relative of the 
venerable head of .the Polish 
Peasant Party and a frightened 
little man since his release from 
a Soviet ideath howse; and Gen.

In the meantime, a_ careful

Slim Chances. 

His chance for the Republican 
nomination may reasonably be re- 
garded as siim. Despite the

ture the White House and its 
vast patronage, They think that 
1948 is their year, particularly 
since Henry Wallace announced 
his third party. 


The important G.O.P, leaders do 
not even consider Eisenhower a 
member of the lodge, and will not 
press the nomination upon him 
unless some miracle of circum- 
stances persuades them that the 
general is the only man who can 
defeat President Truman. A bit- 
ter deadlock between the leading 
contenders al the Republican con- 
vention, coinciding with a swell 
of popular desire for the Eisen- 
hower nomination, could bring 
about this , miracle. 

Despite “the virtual certainty 
that Gen. Eisenhower “can be 
had” if the Republicans want him, 
there is absolutely no evidence 
that the general has lifted a fin- 
ger to spur the strange “Eisen- 
hower boom.” 

He has positively, but without 
ill-humor, repudiated the “Eisen-

To understand fully the “Sad Story 
From Wyoming,” the appointment of 
a witch-hunting committee to check 
textbooks, it is necessary to remember 
another recent occasion. 


A Tragedy of Errors 


In the past two years, there has been an 
epidemic of railroad wrecks throughout the 
country, with a shocking loss of life. Since 
Jan. 1, 1946, 183 persons have been killed and 
4056 injured in 88 passenger train accidents. 
The figures include three wrecks that occurred 
in the past two days, 

The wrecks have been due to a variety of 
causes—human failure, laxity of management, 
failure of railroads to install obviously needed 
safety equipment, high speed trains running on 
low speed rails and roadbed and so on. While the 
Interstate Commerce Commission, charged with 


. enforcing safety regulations, has gone through 


the motions of protecting rail passengers, it has 
failed to use its authority with the vigor and 
determination needed to produce results. 

The latest major wreck occurred New Year's 
day, when the second section of a Missouri 
Pacific train craghed into the first section at 
Otterville, Mo., killing 14 persons and injuring 
44. The Post-Dispatch has undertaken a study 
of this wreck to determine its causes and to 
seek remedies. The result of the study, pub- 
lished in the news columns today, clearly shows 
that the wreck could easily have been averted. 
It was a tragedy of errors. And inexcusable 
blame rests both on men and management. 


What the Hearing Showed 


It has been the custom of railroads, when big 
wrecks occur, to shift blame as far as possible 
to human failure, and to hide management 
error. In this case, the Missourl Pacific held 
an open hearing and was able to show, beyond 
doubt, that various members of the crews. in- 
volved were grossly negligent. But in so doing, 
the Missouri Pacific did not succeed in absolving 
itself. It selected the Incompetent men involved 
and it must bear responsibility for the incred- 
ibly low morale that was evident in the steps 
leading to the fatal collision. 

The engineer of the second train, Fred C. 
Butler, was not told what time the first section 
left Union Station and, in fact, did not know 
there was a first section until he reached Jef- 
ferson City. He then did not inquire how far 
ahead of him the first section was. At California, 
Mo., he received an order from Dispatcher G. 
C. Reed that confused him. The order was 
carelessly ‘and sloppily written, and gave But- 
ler the idea he had a clear track ahead after 
reaching Clarksburg. Butler construed the 
order to mean that the dispatcher wanted him 


to make up lost time. 


At Foolhardy Speed 


Though operating under very difficult and 
dangerous conditions of sleet and snow, and 
though the block signals were showing red, 
Butler ran through them, in violation of the 
rules, and at foolhardy § speed. Ulysses S. 
Parks, Butler's fireman, knew they were run- 
ning through red signals, but made no effective 
protest. He had the excuse, of course, that 
he was the engineer's subordinate and thought 
the engineer “knew what he was doing.” Mean- 
while, J. B. Rogers, conductor of the second 
section, who should have been aware of the 
train's excessive speed and the passing of the 
red signals, was taking his ease in a Pullman 
trying to get warm. 

Up ahead, the first section had stopped. It 
was the plain duty of the flagman, Thomas H. 
Dalton, to warn the second section by placing 
torpedoes and fusees (flares) along the track. 
But it was shown that, at the time of the adcci- 
dent, 12 or 15 minutes had clapsed since he 
threw off the last fusee. These fusees burn for 
only 10 minutes. Dalton admitted that his 


Nelson A. Bradley, commander of the train, 
failed to give Dalton specific instructions as to 
protecting the rear of the train, nor did he 
order another flagman to walk ahead of the 
train, after it had been stopped by red lights, 
as the rules provide. 

How is it possible for members of two train 
crews, plus a man who holds the highly im- 
portant post of dispatcher, to have shown such 
laziness, stupidity, bad judgment and lack of 
alertness? How could they have trifled with the 
lives of human beings, in the worst kind of 
weather, violating rules by the wholesale? The 
whole atmosphere surrounding the conduct of 
the crew points to an unwholesome lack of good 
morale and esprit de corps, qualities for which 
management is ultimately responsible. 


What About Radio? 


Engineer Butler had been operating swilch 
engines in St. Louis and had not been over 
that stretch of track for a long time. Fireman 
Parks had never before made the run from 
Jefferson City to Sedalia. Several of the train- 
men Indicated they were not very familiar with 
the rules, and one testified he had not attended 
a rules quiz for three years. It is the manage- 
ment which selected this motley group of men 
to make an exceedingly dangerous trip. 

Unlike the case of many accidents that have 
occurred in the past few years, the Missouri 
Pacific track in question was equipped with the 
block signal system—a very effective preventer 
of accidents. It was not effective here only 
because it was disregarded. Yet many thousands 
of miles of railroad tracks are still not equipped 
with this clemental device. 

The question of whether train radio might 
have prevented the Otterville accident was 
brought into the hearing by the ICC examiner. 
The Missouri Pacific, as well as many other 
railroads, are experimenting with radio, both 
as a means of accident prevention and as im- 


proving railroad efficiency. Conceivably, it could ~ 


have averted the Otterville tragedy. 


ICC’s Lassitude 


Congressman Price of East St. Louis has in- 
troduced a bill to give the ICC the power— 
which it now lacks—to order railroads to use 
radio communication systems. But the ICC 
itself does not seem as optimistic about the 
value of radio as does the Federal Communi- 
cations System. Railroad men themselves say 
that train radio has many “bugs” to be ironed 
out before it can be relied upon. 

We trust the Otterville wreck will have the 
salutary effect of stimulating men and manage- 
ment on the Missouri Pacific and other railroads 
to avoiding such preventable tragedies. We 
trust it will convince management that it should 
not only explore fully the value of radio, but it 
should apply other long-tested safety devices, 
such as automatic train control, roller bearings, 
improved brakes, dead-man's valve and so on. 


A survey of railroad wrecks in the past few 
years discloses that may of these devices are un- 
known on vast stretches of the American rail- 
road system, despite the fact that the ICC long 
has had the power to order their installation. 
Until recently, when the ICC has shown a stif- 
fening attitude, its lassitude in protecting the 
safety of the public has been little short of 
scandalous. : 

The 14 persons who died at Otterville cannot 
be brought back to life, nor can the many 
others who have been killed recently, but men, 
management and the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission can prevent such accidents in the fu-

President Truman's economle message prob- 
ably will command a repeat performance of the 
pot-and-kettle act on the Washington stage. 

His renewed request for the enactment of his 
10-point program for the control of credit, 
prices, rents and scarce materials probably will 
be met with the charge that he started the cur- 
rent inflation spiral when he scuttled the Little 
Steel formula. His $40 cost-of-living tax ut 
and the accompanying proposal for increased 
corporation taxes will be denounced as election- 
year politics. And the long-range suggestions of 
the message will be decried as more New Deal 
dreaming, 

And, of course, the Republican record in 
these respects is vulnerable enough to draw 
a hot return fire. 

Yet when political oratory is tuned out, it 
becomes clear that there is much of merit in 
Mr. Truman's message—or rather that of his 
economic advisers.

by George C. Smith, president of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce, based on a recent report 
published by the Housing Administration 
and the Bureau of the Census. 


As was pointed out in a subsequent edi- 
torial appearing in the St, Louis Post- 
Dispatch, it would be hard to imagine a 
report less palatable to a civic body such 
as the Chamber of Commerce, However, to 
do other than give full attention and wide 
publicity to the sordid situation as it ac- 
tually is would be to render a distinct dis- 
service to St. Louls.

Justice Clyde Ernest Stone of 
Peoria, [il for 30 years a member 
of the Illinois Supreme Court, died 
at a-Tucson hospital yesterday, tHe 
was 71 years old. 

Justice Stone, who came to 
Tucson to spend the Christmas 
holidays with his wife and daugh 
ter at their winter home, was 
stricken ill on Jan. 5, the day he 
was to have returned to Illinois 
for the 1948 court session. 

Survivors are his wife, Mrs. 
Jessie B. Stone; and'three daugh- 
ters, Miss Inez Stone, of Peoria 
and Tucson, Mrs. Martin Cassell, 
Glencoe, Ill., and Miss Lee Stone, 
Las Vegas, Nev. 

Justice Stone was first elected 
to the state supreme court in 1918.

“Not in any spirit of interstate 
competition,” Greene said earnest- 
ly, “nor of rancor between the 
states which belong to_the N.B.A.

.B.A., properly financed and but- 
tressed by membership by all com- 
missions, could in one day put an 
end to the evil practices which 
make for disrespect of boxing.”

An Injury to : 
Brain From 
Head Blow 


By C, A. Dean, M.D. 


HEN injuries occur which in- 

volve the cead it is always 

important to ascertain wheth- 
er or not any fracture of the skull 
has resulted. In addition evidence 
should be sought for var de- 
grees of injury to the brain. Vari- 
ations in size of the pupils, bleed- 
ing from ears, nose and throat, 
fainting, unconsciousness, head- 
ache, and vomiting frequently 
serve as clues to this type of in- 
jury. When there is any doubt 
a more detailed and searching ex- 
amination is indicated. Care and 
caution in this type of injury is 
important. 


Question: “What is meant by 
neuritis?” 


Answer: Neuritis is a descrip- 
tive term which denotes an in- 
flammation of a nerve, This in- 
flammation may result from vari- 
ous factors, such as an Ps , 
focal infection, glandular ur 
ances, faulty ture, vitamin de- 
ficiencles, or a part of a gen- 
eral picture of septemic disease. 
It is important also to rule out 
any abnormal pressure on the 
nerve from nearby organs or 
structures. The inflammation may 
involve only a small nerve, as in 
a finger, or a large nerve, as the 
sciatic nerve, which is the largest 
nerve in the body. Thus, the type 
and location of the symptoms and 
signs will vary widely depending 
on the size, location, and funetions 
of the nerve which is inflamed. 

One of the commonest of the 
causes is the focus of infection. 
Diseased tonsils, abscessed teeth 
or infected sinuses may be the 
origin of pus or tozine (poisons), 
which are then carried by the 
blood stream to the nerve which 
is affected. This study frequently 
calls for extreme diligence and 
patience. 


Vitamin deficiencies, as men- 
tioned, may lead to neuritis, and 
certain types of these are re- 
ferred to as polyneuritis, This in- 
dicates that many nerves are in- 
volved in the process; of course a 
polyneuritis is less apt to be 
caused by pressure from surround- 
ing structured than is a neuritis 
of only one particular area. 

In the diagnosis of these vari- 
ous conditions, different types of 
examination may be necessary, 
such as a urine test, a blood 
count and other blood tests and 
X-rays.

Health Committee (a citizens’ 
group) and directed by Mra, 
Gladys Witt Romanoff, New York 
child psychologist. So far as Mra. 
Romanoff knows the course is 
the first of its kind. 

Students taking the first course 
were taught how to feed, bathe 
and diaper babies, soothe the fret- 
ful, amuse the lonely, quiet the 
noisy and make friends with their 
charges.

“The sitter is here to stay,” says 
Mrs. Romanoff, “and it’s time we 
gave her some training for the 
serious responsibility she . takes 
and established some legal stand- 
ards for her. I'd like to see a 
national law stipulating that baby 
sitters must be as least 16 years 
old and have a certificate showing 
that they have had definite train- 
ing for the job. They should also 
be required to have a lung exami- 
nation, for it is possible for them 
to have tuberculosis without know- 
ing it and give it to the children. 


“There should also be some 
standards for parents, The situa- 
tion which produced the sitter de- 
veloped in a haphazard fashion 
and so has the job.

1S “ONVELOPE” CORRECT? 


AYONNE: A big argument 

has developed in our bridge 

club over the proper pronun- 
ciation of the noun envelope, One 
member insists that the only per- 
missible met ee = Fo is “ON- 
vel-ope,” because, she states, that 
is the way the French pronounce 
it., Most of us disagree with her, 
but lack proof that she is mis- 
taken, Please Colbyize the word 
for us. We'll abide by your deci- 
sion, one way or the other.— 
Mrs. J. H. G. 

Answer; Our word envelope is 
English in both spelling and pro- 
nunciation. It entered English 
centuries ago from the French en- 
veloppe (note the two “p’s”), 
Which the French pronounce 
ah(n)-VLUP, also ah(n)-VLAWP 
(the nasal sound in the first syl- 
lable). 

Noah Webster (1828) insisted 
that an envelope should be called 
an “en-VEL-up,” but the British 
authorities of that day gave the 
pronunciation as “on-vel-OPE” or 
“ong-vel-OPE." 

Webster's pronunciation, “eh- 
VEL-up” was more or less current 
in America until the turn of the 
century, when it became obsolete, 
having been superseded by the 
more logical pronunciation of 
EN-vel-ope. 

Now we see that “ON-vel-ope” 
is not French at all. However, 
“ON-vel-ope” is listed as second 
choice by some American diction- 
aries. The first choice of all, how- 
ever, and the only choice of a few, 
is EN-vel-ope, (Note: Funk and 
Wagnalls’ New Standard, the un- 
abridged dictionary, lists “en- 
VEL-up” as first choice, and “EN- 
vel-ope” as second choice, But the 
F. & W. New College Standard, 
the 1947 desk-size dictionary, 
shows “EN-vel-ope” as _ first 
choice, “ON-vel-ope” as second 
~_— and “en-VEL-up” not at 
all.) 

A similar confusion about 
French has produced the mispro- 
nunciation “ON-voy,” for the word 
envoy. Envoy is English, and the 
correct pronunciation is: EN-voy. 
The French noun is envoye (the 
final “e” is marked with an acute 
accent), which is pronounced: 
ah(n)-Vwa-YAY.

Fix It Yourself 


Leaks at Pipe Joints. 


T may come as something of a 
shock to you to learn that those 
little drops of water that scurry 


, back and forth in the plumbing 


are not happy. They want out in 
the worst possible way and some- 
times find this way-—at the pipe 
joints. 


The most common method of 


connecting pipes is by the screw 
thread joint. If the threads are 
not cut perfectly, water will be 
able to work around the threads 
and out. The best way to stop 
this is to disconnect the pipes and 
smear a little pipe compound or 
dope on the outside threads. Don't 
get the compound inside the pipe 


because it doesn’t taste very good. 
This. compound makes a rretty 
tight seal and will do the trick 
unless the threads are in very 
norry condition, Another angle is 
to wrap some string or wicking

around the threads along with 
the compound, 

The thickness of the pipe is 
considerably reduced where the 
threads are cut gnd so if rust 
really gets to work inside the pipe 
this thread portion: near the 
joint will go first. The only sure 
cure here is to call a plumber or, 
remove the length of pipe, take it 
down to a hardware or plumbing 


store and have them cut and 
thread a new length of pipe for 
you.

HE co-pilot on the plane that 
T bron Joe E. Brown to St. 

Louis last Sunday came back 
during the trip to remind the 
comedian that he'd flown him in 
the C.B.1. Theater during the war. 
On the plane trip before that, 
Brown discovered his pilot from 
Des Moines to Kansas City had 
been his navigator on a trip to 
Midway. While he was in Kansas 
City an Army veteran brought 
him a collection of much-thumbed 
snapshots taken during his visit 
to a hospital in the South Pacific, 
and no sooner had he arrived here 
than an ex-Navy man called to 
give him a picture taken aboard 
the North Carolina. His visit re- 
minded Brown to track down the 
phone number of former PT com- 
mander Clark Faulkner of St. 
Louis, who'd taken him from 
Guadalcanal to Tulagi. 

From all these activities, you 
gather that every week is Old 
Home Week for Joe E. Brown as 
he tours the country in “Harvey,” 
currently at the American Thea- 
ter here.
